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About ten years ago the Dover Public Library began 
to gather and preserve materal relating to New Hamp- 
shire. No extra expenditure of money was made in 
this direction until 1896, wh^n the sum of one hundred 
dollars was taken from the bequest of two thousand 
dollars given by the will of Mrs. Elizabeth Hale 
Jaques, and used for the purchase of some increasing- 
ly rare town histories. Each year since then a few ad- 
ditions have been by purchase from the regular fund, 
and constant effort has been made to collect material 
that could be obtained by gift or exchange. 

In 1902 the collection of local history made by Dr. 
John R. Ham came into the market. It represented 
many years' labor on the part of a keen and skilful 
collector. It included a full set of Dover directories, 
an almost complete file of New Hampshire registers, 
bound volumes of Dover newspapers, reports of socie- 
ties, many volumes of bound pamphlets, curiosities of 
New Hampshire literature, rare old biographies and 
town histories. The collection, numbering nearly four 
hundred volumes, was purchased by Mr. E. R. Brown 
and presented to the Public Library. 

A special room was set aside for the collection, and 
visitors from out-of-town, as well as our own towns-peo- 
ple, have gladly availed themselves of the privilege 
thus afforded for quiet study and research. 

The star at the end of the entry indicates that the 
book has been presented by Mr. Brown.
